Co. I To Be Home Monday For 
Brief Period Before Leaving 
For Camp Atterbury, Indiana 


Indiantown Gap, Aug. 2—(/P)— 


Pennsylvania's 28th Infantry Di- 
vision, units of which have been 
in every American war in history, 
today faced a new call to active 
service. 


The National Guard unit, just 


beginning a two-week 
training 


period here, yesterday was order- 
ed to groom itself for active ser- 
vice within 30 days. 
' 


Maj. Gen. Daniel A. Strickler, 


commanding officer of the Divis- 
ion, Immediately cut short the 
training session. It will end next 
Sunday with the traditional "gov- 
ernor'1? review" of the troops by 
Gov. James H. Duff. 


Stricfeler announced at a meet- 


Ing of division officers last night 
that Gen. Mark Clark, chief, of the 
Army Field Forces also will be on 
band for the review. 


The 10,000 men will leave on 


Monday, for their homes by train 
and motor convoy. Within a month 
they'll be off to Camp Atterburyr 
Ind., for additional training. 


During the time remaining at 


Indiantown Gap military reserva- 
tion, only the "most essential ex- 
ercises" will be undertaken, said 
Gen. Strickler, he said the less im- 
portant ones will be dropped. 


There 'will be no new restric- 


tions on the troops while here, 
Strickler said, adding, that- "the 
';sual number of passes will be is- 
sued nightly." 


Strickler, who Is Pennsylvania's ] 


lieutenant-governor, is only one of J 
i)1 any men in the division who hold 
prominent civilian positions.

- 8nee director, said he will do "like 


other public officials have done 
when called up in other wars," 
tbat is, take a military leave. 


That attitude appeared mirror- 


ed around camp. When the news 
of the call to active service broke, 
the 
troops gathered in 
small 


groups to discuss the possibilities 
of what would happen. 


No great surprise was evident 


for most of the men more or less 
expecteo the call. 
Last night, 


tbey jammed 
the reservation's 


telephone lines for hours convers- 
ing with family and friends at 
home. 


During the waiting period at 


home, the division will recruit new 
members to expand to its full 
strength. 
AVhat its full strength 


is cannot be disclosed for security 
reasons. 


Although the 28th Division was 


founded in Oct. 1917, some of its 
units trace, unbroken lineage from 
the Revolutionary War. The Penn- 
sylvania National Guard, with the 
28th Division as its largest com- 
ponent, lists Nov. 21, 1747, as its 
birthday. 


The division gained the admira- 


tion of General John Pcrshing as 
thf "Iron Division" in World War 
One. 
In World War Two, the Ger- 


mans came to fear it as the 
"Bloody Bucket"—in response to 
the Rea Keystone shoulder patch 
of its soldiers.

Issues Statement 
On Quarantines 


Mackenzie's Column 


Th«s following 
statement 
has 


been issued at the office of the 
Board of Health concerning viola- 
tions of quarantine for communi- 
cable diseases: 


As there have been numerous 


violations of quarantine for com- 
municable diseases, resulting, in 
some instances, in arrests and 
fines for 
these 
violations 
the 


Warren Board of Health is asking 
for the full co-operation of those 
responsible in the prompt report- 
ing of all communicable diseases 
and abiding by the quarantine 
'aws as designated by the health 
Authorities. 


According to the state laws and 


the Warren Borough ordinances 
all communicable diseases are re- 
portable and quarantinable 
and 


ruch reports must be made by the 
physician in charge, the parents, 
the schools, or anyone responsible 
for the person having a communi- 
cable disease 


All communicable diseases 
in 


Warren Borough are not only re- 
portable and quarantnable but are 
placarded as well, with the excep- 
tion of German (3-day) measles, 
and this latter disease, although 
not placarded, must be 
reported 


and quarantined as any communi- 
cable disease. Therefore those re- 
sponsible for a patient having a 
communicable disease in Warren 
Borough must report that disease 
to the Warren Board of Health.

Japan, seeking ideological re- 


habilitation amidst the ruins of j 
her defeated military oligarchy, is 
beginning to turn towards things 
spiritual. 


This fact is emphasized by the 


current visit in America of some 
sixty Japanese leaders—political, 
business and labor—who are on 
their way home after attending a 
moral rearmament conference in 
Oaix, Switzerland. Vice President 
Barkley made an, address of wel- 
come to them in Washington at 
the weekend, and Chojiro Kuri- 
yama, member of the Japanese 
Diet, addressed the senate. 
- I had a chat with Mr. Kuriyama 
in New York and he confirmed 
that a spiritual movement was 
under way in his country. 


Nippon has been suffering from 


a low wave of morality. She lost 
her old ideology in military defeat 
and the post-war years found her 
with nothing to take its place. 


The result of this ideological 


vacuum 
was that Communism 


rushed in anc* took advantage of 
the situation. After all. Commun- 
ism did at least have a concrete 
ideology to offer, and plenty of 
arguments to back it. The result 
was that many Japanese students 
turned to the Red ism, lacking 
anything better. 


This proved a potent challenge 


to Japanese leaders who had no 
use for Communism and saw that 


held,, must not leave the quaran- 
tined premises 
without the con- 


sent of the health authorities. 


they must arm themselves with 
ntw> ideals if they were to com- 
pete with Communism. That was 
the position when the ideology of 
moral rearmament began to reg- 
ister in Japan.

adequate time daily to find out 
what it is; the fight for sound 
homes, clean business and politics; 
and management-labor team-work 
to produce an abundant economy 
for all. One of the cardinal ten- 
en ts o: M. R. A. is that one can 
gei specific guidance from God if 
it is sought. 


Mr. Kuriyama said that when 


tJie party of sixty departed for the 
M. R. A. meeting in Caux, the 
prime minister told them to bring 
back something new. 
Well, they 


think they found "something new" 
\n this spiritual ideology, and 
Kuriyama told me they were go- 
ing tc encourage its spread, and 
to build a new leadership through 
the universities. 


Kuriyama appeared to be put- 


ting his new ideology into prac- 
tice when, in addressing the sen- 
ate, he said: 


"It is our sincere regret that 


Japan has broken almost a cen- 
liiry-old friendship between the 
two countries. 
In spite of this 


big mistake on our part, the mag- 
nanimous forgiveness and genero- 
sity of America not only allowed 
Japan to survive but is helping 
our recovery."

REASONABLE QUESTION FROM GI'S 
Our defense officials are being jumped on because U. S. 


troops in Korea had to begin fighting without tanks, 
tank-killing bazookas and other useful weapons. But 
that's not all they failed to provide the GI's. 


They didn't tell them why they have to fight in Korea. 


American soldiers, were sent packing off to a strange coun- 
try of which they know little, with no guidance but a 
few hasty mutterings about "communism." 


Now reports come filtering back that many of our 


fighting men resent being thrown into a fight they don't 
understand. Furthermore, not having been briefed on what 
makes a Korean tick, they're showing a lot of impatience 
and mistrust toward their allies. 


Since nationalism burns bright among Koreans as 


among all Asiatics, the natives don't like being shrugged 
off as a bunch of inferiors. They're beginning to cool off 
toward their would-be saviours, and in time may become 
actively hostile. 


One can guess what the top military men would say 


about this: "Nobody told us we'd ever have to fight in 
Korea." They've already said it to explain why they 
weren't set for the sort of war we're fighting there. 


But that answer isn't good enough. A good many ex- 


pert judges declare we did a bad job of telling GI's in 
World War II why they had to fight in Europe. 


, Do our present-day soldiers have a real idea what 


they're supposed to be doing in occupied Germany, in 
Austria, Trieste and Japan? They know their military 
duties, of course. But they don't get much helpful talk 
on why they're thousands of miles from home. 


On the basis of past performance, there's little reason 


to believe the GI's would have been briefed any better 
if the military knew they were heading for Korea. 


As Bruce Biossat says in an editorial written for NEA 


Service and' the Times-Mirror, it looks like the military 
either don't know how to teach the political facts of life, 
or can't aee their importance. Our soldiers in Korea 
might as well be men from Mars for all they know of 
that country. And they could be forgiven for thinking 
Karl Marx, thj father of communism, plays third base 
for the Cincinnati Reds. 


It's too late to prevent the harm done by their lack 


of good guidance up to now. Bat since the top brass has 
at last turned attention to giving the GI some hardware 
to fight with, maybe they can devote a little thought to 
telling him sensibly why he has to use the stuff. 


THIS CIVILIZED AGE 


Ever so often we find ourselves thinking about how old 


we're getting. We look back—and it seems ages ago— 
to the days when the top of every flagpole was tenanted, 
marathon dancers grew bunions and men went over Ni- 
agara Falls in barrels. 


Never again, said we, will we see such silly days. 


We're growing up. 


Well, here we are 20 years later. In just the past 


few weeks a man tried to go over the falls in a barrel; a 
soldier made 123 parachute jumps in one day. There are 
a few scattered flag-pole sitters and one young fellow is 
living in a glass-topped steel tank under water—if you can 
call that living. 


And the newest thing in this sane age comes from a 38- 


year-old deep sea diver. He wants to take a 14-mile walk 
under water—a 20-hour jaunt. 


We should all be glad we're not living in those foolish 


days almost a quarter of a century ago. People surely 
did some silly things then, didn't they?

Senators Get an Earful 
From Baruch—And Love It

WASHINGTON—(NEA)—Elder statesman Bernard Baruch came to 
" Washington to shove a ramrod down the back of Congress, and 
darn near worked a miracle. He made all-out mobilization converts 
of Republican senators like Homer Capehart of Indiana, John Bricker 
of Ohio and Ralph Flanders of Vermont. 


They found themselves agreeing in principle With the white-haired, 
white linen-suited Baruch. 


Mr. Baruch came to Washington to testify on President Truman's 


proposed "Defense Production Act of 1950." Mr. Baruch has been 
demanding adequate defense preparedness and Stand-by legislation for 
over 30 years—ever since he was mobilization director in World War L 
This time it was no different. Ke testified to the effect that the Presi- 
dent's plan is too little and too late. "This bill," he said, "refuses to 
lock the barn even after the horse has been stolen." 


"It seems like my hearing aid is out of order and I'm hearing things 
I heard before," he said, in referring to objections to all-out mobiliza- 
tion at this time. They were raised oddly enough, by the Democratic 
senators—Paul Douglas of Illinois, J. Allen Frear of Delaware and 
Willis Robertson of Virginia. They thought the country wasn't ready 
to accept all-out mobilization. Baruch's idea was that the people were 
way ahead of Washington on this score. 
WTS Congress behind in Its thinking?" asked Republican Sen. Irving 
x M. Ives of New York "I think so," replied Baruch. 
"Rome was a great power," he told Senator Douglas, "but the people 


were softened by circuses. When they rebelled, they cut off the heads 
of their senators. 


"We should make taxes higher than a caff back," said Baruch. 
"Higher than a high cats back," corrected Senator Douglas. 


Other points Baruch advocated were: General price and wage con- 


trols, rolled baelr to June 25. Continued rent controls, which he called, 
"grabbing a porcupine by the tail." A single mobilizing agency of 
government Control over industrial production a* there is now con* 
trol over manpower through the draft ttw. Postponement at less 
essential spending, strengthening of the United Nations. More re- 
armament assistance to foreign countries. 
Senator Bricker called it "complete regimentation,'1 btit said, "1 


agree that these things ought to be done because they weren't done 
in the last war, and we had inflation." 


"The thing I fear," said Bricker, "is mediocrity.-' 
"The only vote I ever regret," said Senator Flanders, "was a party 


measure to lower taxes in the 80th Congress." 


"If you have only one thing to regret," said Mr. Baruch, "you'rt 
lucky." 


A ND Sen. Homer Capehart, who hasnt liked this Idea of controlling 


industry a little bit, finally came around to the conclusion: "I agree 


with you. I don't think we can have rationing without price control, 
or vice-versa. 
"So you think we should tear up this bill and write it over?" Sen- 


ator Capehart finally asked. "Dont tear it. up. Just add to it those 
sections we've been talking about," replied Mr. Baruch. 


The President's recommendations for voluntary allocations, credit 


control and limited tax increase were milk and water when compared 
to the rich brew of blood and guts concocted by Mr. Baruch. 


Whether to adopt the all-out mobilization plan advocated by Mr. 


Baruch, or to adopt the half-way measures which tht President 
recommends is what Congress has to decide now.
